Gentlemen , 


It is my duty to present to you the Annual Report 
for 1966 on the health and sanitary conditions in your Borough. 


In August 1966, the Chairman of the Public Health Comnittee 
Alderman H-M.Meredith di.ed. He had been Chairman of this 
Committee for very many years end devoted a great deal of 
his time to the service of the people of Llanidloes. 


For the last few months of the year Aiderman V.Vaylor 
was the Chairman of this Coinmittee,. 


NATICNAL ASSISTANCE ACT, 1947 Section 47 


No action was taken under this Section, which deals 
with the removal from their homes of people, generally elderly, 
who are living in insanitary ccnditions and who are unable 
to look after themselves and who receive no help from others 
and are in such a state that their conditions are prejudicial 
to their health. 


The Home Help Service goes a long way in helping such 
people and it is because of this excellent service and the. 
co-operation of the elderly that statutory action is seldom 
necessary. 


VITAL STATISTICS. 


There were 31 live births giving a rate of 13.14 per 
1,600 population compared with 13.08 in 1965. 


There were three illegitimate births, one still birth, 
five premature births and two home confinements. 


There was one infant death giving an infant mortaility 
rate of 32.35 per 1,000 live births, the same as in 1965. 


There wore 44 deaths giving a death rate of 18.64 per 
1,000 population compared with 24.57 per 1,000 in 1965. 


Some of these deaths occurred in the Chronic Sick ward 
which is within the Borough. Perhaps I shauvld point out that if 
a person has been in this Ward for longer than six months, tiicn 
his death is ascribed to the Borough and if under six months 


the death is transferred to the normal place of residence. 


Of these 44 deaths, 26 occurred in peopie of 75 years 
and overs

There was one infant death - a boy who lived for only one day ~ the 
cause of death being respiratory failure, hyaline membrane disease and 
extreme prematurity. 


There were three deaths in young children:- 

(1) A girl of 15 months who died from pneumonia. 

(2) A girl of 17 months who died from acute gastro-enteritis. 
(3) A boy age 7 who was accidentally drowned.

Water Supplies. 


The water supply of the area has been in general satisfactory 
both in quality and in quantity. 


Le Bacteriological examination of all the sources in the area 
is carried out regularly, examination being made primarily 
of treated water but with occasicusal raw water samples being taken. 


The results of bacteriological examinations of supplies in 
the area are given in Appendix 'A'. 


ii. One sample for chemical analysis is normally taken from each 

source annually. During 1966, 17 Noe analyses were carried 
out and the results indicate that all sources are satisfactory 
for public water supply. 


These results are attached. 


tiie Fluoride content of the various supplies is less than 0.001 p.pem. 


The only water having certain plumbo-solvent action is from 
the borehole source at Llangurig. Precautionary measures are 
under investigation at present. 


The normal measures taken following the report of unsatis- 
factory samples are to increase the dosage of sodium hypochlorite 
and to carry out a systematic flushing of mains, with a further 
sample being taken. 
The mains from the source at Llanbrynmair, where the bulk of unsatisfactory 
samples have boen obtained, have been flushed over their whole.length 
and at present samples from this source and all the Board's sources in 
the area arc highly satisfactory.
